b. Rewrite the claim 1 3 as following: 

Claim 1 3. (amended twice): A method for the treatment of Alzheimer's 
disease, in a human, comprising administering to the human in need thereof an 
effective amount of an agent , wherein the agent is selected from chromium, insulin-like 
growth factor troglitazone [a dopamine agonist] and a thiazolidinedione, which 
increases the insulin sensitivity of the human and restricting the metabolizable 
carbohydrates in the diet of the human , wherein the metabolizable carbohydrates in the 
diet are limited to no more than about 55 grams per day . — 

c. Add new claim 21 as following: 

Claim 21 . (new): The method of claim 13, wherein said agent is a 
thiazolidinedione. — 

Reason for allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
US5789401 (Mccarty ) teaches a use of chromium for treating type II diabetes but it fails 
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to teaches Alzheimer's disease. US 56681 17(Shapiro) teaches a treatment of 
neurological disorders including Alzheimer's disease using a combination of carbonyl 
trapping agent and previously known medicaments. However, it fails to a use an agent 
that increases insulin sensitivity(i.e. chromium, troglitazone or thiazolidione) in 
combination with restricted metabolizable carbohydrate diet(not more than 55grams per 
day). Thus, the claimed subject matter has not been taught by the prior art of the record 
and the claimed invention is patentably distinct. 

4. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
